I act as Prefect and have appointed a 
Consultor for each of our fifteen companies whom I call together at 
intervals, when I receive information as to arrangements for Con- 
fession and Holy Communion. They in turn see the men in their 
respective companies and line them up. The Sodality is frequently 
in my mind, and I am trying to represent it properly.” 

This interesting plan opens up a whole vista of activity for the zeal- 
ous Sodalist, in the factories, the department stores, the office buildings, 
and all the centers in our great cities where many people work together. 
Why cannot our Sodalists, mindful of their duty to work for their neigh- 
bor in honor of the Queen of Heaven, organize little bands of Consultors 
to do a like work in their own sphere of action? One Sodalist in Texas 
found a convenient way of systematizing the work of the Sodalists in his 
regiment. A consultor was assigned for each company, and. he took 
charge of the Catholics of his company. In like manner the Sodalists in 
a factory, a department store or office building might divide up the prem- 
ises, and have one good Sodalist act as consultor in each division. They 
would then meet together to discuss and plan the work. Each consultor 
would begin by finding out all the Catholics in his or her department. 
Then they might see that the Catholics were introduced to one another. 
Next, in some downtown church nearby, they might say some brief pray- 
ers together on Saturday noons, in honor of the Blessed Virgin. The 
pastor or his assistant would be glad to say a few words to the Sodalists, 
and in time others would be attracted to join in these short exercises. 
Much could be done by the Sodalists to bring fallen away Catholics’ back 
to their duties, and in watching over those who are exposed to danger 
and in need of encouragement and advice. In a word these Sodalists 
may find many chances to practice that mutual help and co-operation 
which is the very soul of the Sodality. 

This simple outline can be greatly developed by zealous Sodalists 
who will think of the possibilities in their own place of work or business. 
If every one would do his or her part, little though it may seem, what a 
mighty and powerful organization would spring up quietly and effectively 
to work for the glory of God and the good of souls in honor of the Queen 
of Heaven! In all our huge centers of business and of trade so many

When le charge Catholics with paying <:vine 
honors to the Mother of Jesus and to the Saints; when 
they accuse the Church of forbidding ner children to 
read the Bible; when they tell vceu that we believe an 
indulgence to mean a “licezse to sin’—they are ser- 
jously, even thous unintentionally, misrepresenting 
us. On the principle “Honor to whom honor is due” 
we honor those whom God has honored, though we do 
not worship them. And did we not give the world the 
Bible, did we not save it amid the greatest difficulties 
during nineteen centuries, and are not all our prayers 
and devotions full of it? An indulgence is no more a 
license from the Church to sin than a parole granted 
to a prisoner by the state is a license to commit a new 
crime. It is not even a pardon of past sin or crime, 
but a remission of some of the punishment due to the 
crime. 
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An unfair thing our antagonists do: When apply- 
ing the axiom “By their fruits ye shall know them” to 
Catholicity, they go back one thousand years into his- 
tory, when the nations were only emerging from bar- 
barism; or they ask you to come with them to the 
Indians and half-breeds of South America. Why do 
they not gather their data in this age, and in their 
own town! 
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Our non-Catholic friends, who watch us closely, 
find in almost every activity, even down to the lay- 
Catholic running for office, an indication that Cath- 
olics are working for a union of Church and State. 
We have often wondered how these same people do not 
find a thousand times more evidence ofan effort to 
unite Protestantism and the State. Everywhere men 
are running for office on the grounds of their Prot- 
estantism and their anti-Catholicity; in Florida, 
named by a Catholic discoverer, with the oldest city in 
the country named after a Catholic Saint (but in 
which the Catholic population is proportionately very 
small), a man was elected for governor and an- 
other for United States Senator, on this plea alone. 
Ministers of the Gospel work openly for the election of 
a man because of his ardent Protestantism ; they turn 
their pulpits over to these politicians and those who 
advocate their election ; ministers are usually the com- 
mencement orators at public school exercises; are 
active in the selection of school teachers and of schoo! 
boards; work hard for the introduction of the Prot- 
estant Bible in the schools; protests go out from the 
Protestant conventions to the President, or to the 
Governors of states, if any apparent concession is 
made by which Catholies might be as free as are the 
sects. 
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We are calling attention to these things not be- 
cause of any anti-Protestant spirit in ourselves, but to 
show how little truth there is in the charge of “Cath- 
olic intolerance.” If we are convinced of anything, it 
is that Catholics are by far the most tolerant of all 
people. It is true that by their firm belief in the truth 
of their faith, they exhibit an intolerance toward 
error; but this is absolutely sane. Truth cannot be 
tolerant of error, while it might be tolerant of the peo-
